- Keports on the newly e«dded communicable diseascs are much more com- 
plete this week, Thirty-one prefectures reported ¢ total of 2,218 cases 
end 361 deeths from tuberculosis. Twen‘y-seven prefectures reported for 
pneumonia, 1,2&/ cases «nd 209 deaths; whooping cough, 1,17% cases and 
35 deaths; measles, 663 ceses rnd 14 penths. 


Of the communicable diseases included in this report, those which | 
recounted for the lergest numbers of ceses were @iphtheria (690), maleria— 
(174), tyohoid fever (143), ond epidemic meningitis (111). In terms of 
numbers of deeths the most importent diseases wore diphtheris (77) end 
epidemic meningitis (31).
